FDR. Creates 
New Production 
Board For War 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20—(AP) 
—A super-board headed by Vice- 
President Henry Wallace was 
created by President Roosevelt 
Thursday night to determine how 
the supply of materials, power, 
fuel and other commodities in the 
United States shall be d'vided be- 
tween military needs and the 
civilian population. 

The far-reaching step followed 
eriticism that there have been over- 
lapping functions and friction be- 
tween some defence agencies. 

The office of production manage- 
ment headed by William S. Knud- 
sen and Sidney Hillman will con 
tinue to have jurisdiction over the 
vast work of producing armaments 
for the United States and the 
nations it is aiding. 


CHANNEL MATERIALS 
The new agency, a White House 


statement explained, will have 
power to channel materials into 
various lines of production. For 


example, if the commodity involved 
is steel, the board will determine 
policies under which steel will be 
allotted, first for materials required 
by the United States army and 
navy. then for aid to Britain, Rus- 
sia, China and other countries, then 
for “economic warfare” against the 
Axis powers, and then for civilian 
heeds,

Damage Done In

RAF. Terrific 


LONDON, Aug. 28—(CP)—An 
eye-witness account of the Royal 
Air Force bombing of Hamburg, 
told by a neutral conscripted by 
the Germans for war work in that 
city’s shipyards, has been issued 
by the ministry <of information. 
ill-health enabled the workman te 
get permission to leave Germany. 

The neutral, who formerly lived 
in Hamburg, was ordered back there 
from Belgium. 

“There I worked—and was bomb- 
ed—for Hitler until a few weeks 
ago,” he said. “I took the oath that 
every German workman has to take 
to serve Adolf Hitler. 


GIVEN DANGEROUS TASKS 

“The army of Hitler's war work- 
ers includes a large percentage of 
foreigners. We were given the most 
dangerous tasks, such as fire-fight- 
ing in the shipyards and factories. 
Sc I can give first-hand facts of 
the R.A.F. raids. 

“I have heard those new, power- 
ful British bombs explode in the 
shipyards ef Hamburg. Few peo- 
ple are aHowed to see the worst of 
the havoc, but the nature of my 
work qualified me for a special 
pass which took me into all four 
of the big yards. ° 


“Bombed areas are ringed for a 
radius of 500 yards; the official 
communiques grossly understate 
the damage and casualties; but I can 
say that the damage ha’ been ter- 
rific. 

“Terror is one of the methods 
used by the gestapo in Hamburg 
shipyards, One of my colleagues was 
sent to prison for two years, His 
offence was to observe aloud that 
Britain had a bigger navy when a 
fellow-worker was praising the Tir- 
pitz, sister-ship of the Bismarck, 
which now is being fitted out. He 
was overheard by an S.S_ guard, 
arrested and sent to prison for 
treason, ®

It is the view of some prominent 
{rishmen that there would be 
majority support iiEire for ask-

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A Foolish Pretence 


Three men found guilty of shoot- 
ing Pierre Laval and Marcel Deat, pro- 
Nazi men of Vichy, were summarily 
guillotined in Paris yesterday. 

The confessed assailant, Paul Col- 
lette, was declared by Vichy to be a 
Communist. Yet, after a whole night 
of grilling, he declared he was not a 
Communist, but a member of an anti- 
Bolshevist right wing organization. 
Neutral newsmen have established 
his claim tc be a fact. 

In spite of this disclosure, Vichy 
insists upon calling the attempted 
assassination a Communist plot and, 
like some mediaeval witch hunt, the 
- gearch for “Communists” continues 
throughout occupied and unoccupied 
France. 

In this case, of course, “Communist” 
means anybody who refuses to endorse 
Marsha! Petain’s effort to hand France 
over to Hitler. 

In maintaining this foolish pretence, 
Vichy falls into the wilfully stupid cate- 
gory of the Nazis who blame everything 
on the Jews. 

It is obvious that Vichy is becoming 
more nazified every day. To the traits 
of treachery and ruthlessness and 
oppression, the Vichyards have now 
added the trick of mass lying. 


Japan Is “Embarrassed” 


The naive quality of the Japanese 
mind is strikingly illustrated in a note 
sent by Tokyo to the Russian foreign’ 
office. 
This note asks Moscow to give 
“serious attention” to the shipments 
of American war materials en route to 
Vladivostok because these shipments 
create a “delicate and embarrassing 
situation” for Japan. 

Tokyo's choice of language is poor. 
These shipments might make the 
Japanese angry; they might make them 
perplexed; they might make them 
envious; they might make them fearful. 
But to say that this move has caused 


ful strain on the traditionally stilted 
verbiage of diplomacy. 

The Japanese- are furious about 
these shipments because they decrease 
Japan's chances of making a successful 
attack on Asiatic Russia. They are 
envious because Russia is getting a 
grade of American gasoline that may 
not go into Japan. 

These shipments restrict Japan's 
capacity for mischief. They cannot 
concern her in any other way. 

Her use of the word “embarrass- 
ment” indicates her childlike belief that

--which has not yet welcomed its Savoy 
kking—are characterized by the “most 
friendly co-operation,” Stefani said.

The massing of German armies in 
Bulgaria, close to the border of Turkey, 
and the Russo- British invasion of 
Persia seriously ‘increase the difficulty 
faced by Turkey in maintaining her 
pose of juggling Britain and Germany 
against each other. 

As a matter of fact, relations be- 
tween Great Britain and Turkey are 
far from cordial as British and Russian 
troops march into Persia, Turkey's 
southeastern neighbor and ally under 
the Saadabad pact of 1934. 

During recent weeks Turkey has 
done her best in words, if not in acts, 
to protect her Moslem ally under the 
Saadabad accord which links Turkey, 
Persia, Iraq and Afghanistan. The 
question of the day, then, is whether 
Turkey will feel like playing more of 
Germany's game now that British and 
Russian troops are on her southeastern 
frontier. 

That the clever Franz Von Papen, 
German ambassador to Turkey, will 
use this opportunity to try to secure 
one of his famous diplomatic about- 
faces is certain. 

Turkey will likely try to balance 
between the two camps until the day 
when she will have to choose.

The Honorable Ian Mackenzie, min- 
ister of pensions and national health, told 
an audience in Toronto he other day that 
if “old dogmas and doctrines and old 
philosophies of government cannot solve 
the problems of unemployment and relief 
and distress, we must look to newer 
faiths and newer solu- 
tions.” 

That is the most Lib- 
eral, perhaps the only 
Liberal thing that has 
been said by a _ public 
man in Canada for ten 


what Mr. Mac- 
kenzie promises specifi- 
cally in the social field 
can only be carried out 
in the general field of 
government. And no 
sweeping change in the Marold L. Welr 
general field of government can be 
effected without alterations in the social 
consciousness of the whole country. 

Are Mr, Mackenzie and the Liberal 
party prepared to effect those changes and 
alterations? . 

They should be, because Liberalism is 
essentially a political philosophy of 
change. 

If Liberalism can bring about the 
necessary wholesome changes in the Cana- 
dian way of life and the Canadian way of 
government, Canadians might Te- 
assured that Liberalism is truly Liberal. 


After The War 


There has been a great deal of gold- 
plated talk about the brave new world 
that is going to emerge from the crucible 
of suffering after the war. 

It must be admitted that much of this 
talk is pure demagoguery and much of it 
is sheer blubbering. 

If the desire for a brave new world is 
based on nothing more than greed for 
more comforts, more luxuries and more 
money and money power for everybody, 
we will be better off without it, 

But if it is based on a genuine desire 
to alleviate distress, to solve social prob- 
lems and to give the country sound, im- 
partial and progressive government, we 
had better examine our governmental 
structure without delay and discover what 
is wrong with it. 

The discovery of these defects will 
require something more than an investi- 
gation of the Canadian constitution and 
the financial structure. The things that 
are obviously wrong with the constitution 
and the financial structure are purely 
symptomatic. 

The trouble goes much deeper than 
that. It goes right down to the roots of 
democracy. It is to be found in a state of 
mind that has been nurtured, quite unwit- 
tingly, by democracy and, paradoxically, 
is in a fair way to destroy democracy. 

Clearly, one cannot write a symposium 
on the ills of the democratic world in one 
brief column. But it is possible, in a very 
few words, to outline the nature of that 
one canker, more than any other, which is 
eating away the vitals of our social and 
political system. 

In two words, that canker is money 


power, 
False Standards 


Let it be thoroughly understood that 
this definition of our political and social 
ailments does not involve any diatribe 
against the financial institutions, any con- 
demnation of capitalism, any complaint 
against those who are fortunate enough to 
possess money or any endorsement of any 
political formula that has been evolved to 
check the power of money. 

It is not the operations of money that 
are to be condemned, but the popular atti- 
tude towards money. It is not the pos- 
session of money that is evil, but the 
power which we eagerly load upon those 


| who possess it. 


The development of money power was 
a psychological] result of democracy for a 
very peculiar reason. 

Democracy was the first political 
philosophy inthe world that set out to 
offer something to everybody. 

What is the one thing that nearly 
everybody wants? Money. 

The ability to acquire money is the one

True, the writer or artist might let his 
enthusiasm run away with him; his prox- 


| imity to danger might color his subsequent 


account of the battle almost to the point 
of sheer fiction, but this would be no dis- 
advantage! And it bettered the British 
system in so far as the German did “color” 
what he actually saw and not what he was 
told by a Press Officer who had not him- 
self been an eye-witness. 

Germany chooses her journalists and 
then gives them a thorough training in the 
army, navy or luftwaffe, They are among 
her most efficient infantry officers, naval 
gunners and members of bomber crews. 
Trained in the arts of warfare, they are 
then formed into propaganda companies 

They have the same rank as their com- 
rades in arms and the same duties in 
action. They wear no distinctive uniforms 
or special markings. In battle they are 
fighters only, but observant fighters, men 
trained to see all that goes on and with a

Getting Or Giving? 

There is, of course, nothing wrong with 
being rich. But there is : qreat deal 
wrong with setting up the possession of 
riches as the highest gift in the world. 

We have seen some of the results of 
that obsession in our own country where 
the man who has the neatest faculty for 
acquiring wealth is regarded as the chief 
citizen, ‘ 
Our society has come to be based on 
the possession of money. Social position 
depends, not upon what a man is, but upon 
what he has got, 

We even employ these same false 
standards in the selection of our legis- 
lators, We have a tendency to want to 
elect to parliament those men who have 
the gift of acquiring. money, forgetting 
that even the most graceless jackass some- 
times possesses that knack. 

It is wrong to set up an aristocracy of 
money. It is bad to set up a form of gov- 
ernment that fosters the tragic notion that 
everyone can become rich. It is fatal to 
turn every faculty of the nation into the 
promulgation of laws and customs that 
have no other or higher purpose than to 
facilitate the acquisition of wealth by the 
maximum number of eae: 

evil because they 


These things are 
exalt getting above giving. They destroy 
the national spiritual fabrie because they 
tend to atrophy the natural instinct to 
serve; because they tend to controvert the 
axiomatic principle that the average man 
would rather obey than command; be- 
cause they tend to throw into ridicule the 
eternal truth that it is better to give than 
to receive. 
° Love Of. Power 

It is only. just to our public men to say 
that only a minority of them are in public 
life for what they can make out of it. 
But a majority of them are in public life 
because of a love of personal power. 

You cannot build a nation like that. 

What this country needs is some kind 
of an unbaited man-trap for true leader- 
ship. We want men who sacrifice some- 
thing to assume public service as a costly 
and onerous duty. 

We want some standard of excellence 
in our political and social life that is based 
on something a little more reliable than 
the ability to amass wealth or make a 
business pay.

I doubt if changes forward are neces- 
sary. Rather it may mean a change back- 
ward. For the advice to the wealthy 
young man of Judaea was spoken a long 
time ago. 

“Go thy way, sell whatsoever thou 
hast, and give to the poor, and thou shalt 
have treasure in heaven; and come, take 
up the cross, and follow me.” 

Perhaps we need ancient remedies, 
time-tried faiths and solutions nearly two 
thousand years old.

And Hardship In Performance 
Of Their Duty

Men who have suffered most for Eng- 
land’s sake in the present war, and whose 
sacrifices, as a class, have been most 
essential to maintain Britain's life while 
she has been re-arming, wear no uniform 
and talk little of their exploits. They are 
the men who man the merchant marine 
and for every living moment of their voy- 
age face risk of submarine, raider and 
bomber, in addition to the ordinary 
hazards of the sea. 

The greatest small boat odyssey on 
record —far eclipsing Captain Bligh’s 
famed small boat trip to Timor with the 
loyal members of H.M.S. Bounty’s crew— 


conducted by a handful of men from the | 


British freighter Anglo-Saxon after their 
ship was sunk by a German raider a year 
ago, has now been made. the subject of a 
book, “Two Survived.” 

Two tattered, starving and 
crazed young British sailors, Robert 
Tapscott and Wilbert Widdicombe, had 
been 70 days in an open 18-foot boat 
when they reached the Bahamas. (Captain 
Bligh and his men in a 23-foot boat were 
48 days on their famous trip). The Nazis 
killed the captain of the Anglo-Saxon 
with machine-gun fire and shelled the 
boats in an‘effort to sink all hands. Out 
of the crew of 40 only 7 men aided by 
darkness, escaped in the jolly boat, and 
three of these were badly wounded. With 
only one tin of ship's biscuit, 11 tins of 
condensed milk, 3 six-pound cans of boiled 
mutton and 4 gallons of water between 
them, these valiant men set a course from 
mid-Atlantic westward, in the hope of 
striking land or meeting a rescue ship. 


One Survives 


With only a cup of water apiece each 
day, the water supply ran out in two 
weeks. Until rain came, they suffered the 
tortures of thirst. On their starvation fare 
they talk of food—of roast beef and 
Yorkshire pudding, and Lancashire hot- 
pot.

R.A.F. Cadet Finds Banana Splits, 


Pleasant Relief From 
German Bombs

AMERICUS, Ga., Aug. 26—It was a 
hot afternoon, even for South Georgia. 
The sun had driven the field hands to the 
shade of the trees, and the hound dogs 
curl der the cabins, panting out loud. 

The corn stalks looked too hot to 
touch, and the dust lay heavy of trees 
and bushes. The boy was five miles short 
of town when I picked 
him up. He was trudging 
along the clay road all 
buttoned up in the heavy 
khaki work suit of a 
Royal Air Force cadet. 

It was his afternoon 
off from learning how to 
fly, and he was going in 
to Americus to hang 
around the drug store, 
take in a movie, and 
{ maybe see ihe girl he had | 

met at a church party the 
H. McLemore week before, 

He was a curly-headed boy, about 20 
or 21, with red cheeks and a shy grin, He 
said his name was Maurice Latham, and 
that he came from a farm just outside of 
Oxford, England, and that he wondered 
how his family was getting along, because 
he hadn't heard from them since he came 
over with 50 other English boys to train 
for combat fighting. 


Fought Before 


A half mile of silence. “Think you'll 
like fighting?” I asked. “I'm quite sure 
I won't,” the boy answered, “but I'd like 
another try at it.” 

‘You've fought before, then,” I said. 

“A bit, sir.” 

“Where?” 

“In France, I was a gunner in a Fairey 
bomber,” 

As we rode along Maurice's story came 
out. War was nothing new to him. 

The slash under his left eye, and the 
red streak across his left hand, were 
souvenirs of Dunkirk. For four days he 
had lived on that beach before he was 
able to clamber on a near-swamped 
trawler and make it to the other side. 

“It was pretty sticky,” he admitled 
under my questioning. “Nothing you'd 
I lost my brother 
there. We were sleeping on the beach 
when shrapnel got him. I helped bury 
him the next day, along with two or three 
thousand others,” 


I blew the horn for a mule team up 
ahead. The mules took their time getting 
over on the side of the road. Maurice 
laughed. ; 

“Don’t hurry them,” he said. “This is 
so peaceful here.” Maurice told me about 
the days in France before the evacuation 
at Dunkirk. As he talked it was hard to 
connect this boyish hitch-hiker along a 
dusty Georgia highway with a chap who 
had been through an ordeal that paled 
Dante’s description of inferno. 

“We were stationed at Saint Quentin, 
we bombers,” he said, “but we never got 
off the ground. We couldn't. We had no 
fighters to protect us, and all day the 
German fighters circled the airdrome, 
waiting for us to come up. They were like 
the big buzzards I see around here. Three 
times we tried to get ships off the ground, 
and each time they were shot down before 
they reached 300 feet. Then they bombed 
us out, 

“At night we flew to Amiens. They 
bombed the hell out of us again. We were 
ordered to evacuate. So we burned the 
ships, the hangars, and all the petrol and 
set out for the coast, some in lorries, some 
on foot with the thousands of refugees 
who crowded the roads. The roads were 
littered with dead. It took me three weeks 
to make Dunkirk. It wasn't a happy spot.” 

Too Many To Count 

I asked Maurice how many men were 
on the beach when he reached there. He 
said he didn’t take time to count them, 
but it seemed as if the entire British army 
were present. How many were still there 
when he got away after four days? He 
estimated the number at 75,000. 

“Did the German Stukas and Messer- 
achmidts come low over the beach?” I 
asked. 

““Very low,” he said, 

“How low?” I asked, 

“I didn’t dare look up,” he answered. 

I dropped Maurice at the corner drug 
store. He said he wanted to get a banana 
aplit. “Jolliest concoctions I’ve found in 
the States,” he explained. 

Oxford to Americus. Dunkirk to 
banana splits. 

As Maurice left me I remember Wini- 
fred Letts’ poem, You know, the one that 
goes: “I saw the spires of Oxford as I was 
passing by, the cold grey spires of Oxford 
against a cold, grey sky. And my iimart 
was with the Oxford men, 
abread to die.” , 

Here's to you, Maurice, kid) May you 
have many and many more banana splits.

five of them died. For the last week of 


their torment Tapscott and Widdicombe 
kept life in their bodies by eating the 
loathsome slime of floating seaweed. 
Twice, aftér sighting ships that did not see 
them, they talked of ending their tortures, 
but each time fought on in the hope of 
rescue. 

Then one day, awakening from a coma, 
they found their boat hard ashore where 
a receding tide had left it, and heard Eng- 
lish spoken by two blacks in the nearby 
bush. 

Curiously enough, of the antagonisms 
that flare up between men under such 
conditions, the bitterest had been between 
the two men who survived. 

Any sequel to the story might be 
called, “One Survived,” for Widdicombe 
went back to sea on the Siamese Prince 
which was torpedoed with all hands off 
the Scottish coast last February. Tapscott, 
sole ultimate survivor, is now in the 
R.C.A.F, He has a score to settle with the 
Huns when the time comes. 

Ships have changed, but the story of 
the two survivors ef the Anglo-Saxon 
show that the spirit of the men of Britain 
who follow the sea is as high and cour- 
ageous as in the days of Drake and 
Nelson.

Transmission By 
Radio Protected 


Realizing the necessity of pro- 
fecting radio communications, 
especially those used by the fight- 
ing services, the department of 
transport, Ottawa, has placed a 
ban on the operation of unshielded 
spark-gap *electro-medical appara- 
tus, commencing January 1, 1942. 

Such instruments are the older 
type X-ray and deep-therapy ma- 
chines. Static from the apparatus 
may be heard on shortwave re- 
ceiving sets 300 to 400 miles away 
and on long wave sets in the im- 
mediate vicinity, according to W. 
G. D. Allen, Edmonton, govern- 
ment radio inspector for Northern 
Alberta. 

Mr. Allen stated that in most 
cases in Edmonton the machines 
have already been replaced by new 
non-interference equipment. 

“The interference with radio 
aids to serial navigation is, at 
present, sufficiently serious to 
constitute a life hazard,” the gov- 
ernment report stated. 

Mr. Allen further stated that the 
tendency by many people today to 
use inside aerials has had an ill 
effect upon reception from their 
machine but that complaints from 
such machines cannot be consid- 
ered unless there is proper installa- 
tion with good aerials and grounds. 
A good aerial should be as high 
and clear as possible.

70 Farmers Fined 
For Misuse Of Gas 


To date, 70 Alberta farmers have 
been convicted of illegally using 
purple-colored gasoline in their 
pleasure cars, according to pro- 
vincial secretary's department of- 
ficials 

Officials states that in each case, 
the penalty imposed was a $5 fine 
and impounding of the cars for 14 
days. This penalty is provided in 
the Fuel Oil Tax Act. 

This measure stipulates that it 
is illegal to use purple gasoline 
which is sold to farmers on pay- 
ment of a one-cent-a-gallon tax, 
for use in tractors and other farm 
machinery, in any other manner. 
This prohibits its use in pleasure 
cars on highways, 

There have been a few instances 
of convictions for using the purple- 
colored fuel in operating tractors 
long distances on highways, one 
being for 90 miles. Police and high- 
way inspectors are empowered to 
use their discretion in the distance 
allowed tractors to move on and

There is fo question but that 
tertain types of movies, radio pro- 
grams, and comics greatly distress 

rents. Viewed and listened to 
Pith all the knowledge of one's 
Qdult years, the sly implications in 
wphisticated movies, the blood-shed 
tnd cruelty in radio programs for 
thildren, the crime, trashiness and 
preposterousnes of some comics do 
tend discriminating parents into fits. 

But it is reasonable to recognize 
there is a time in the lives of all 
growing persons when made-up ex- 
titement takes the place of the ex- 
titement which otherwise would 
fave to come from personal ad- 
venture. 

Children have an emotional 
capacity for adventure, for hate, 
for fear, for greed, for destruc- 
tion, which they have little or no 
opportunity to express in their 
Gaily lives. There is a feeling 
among psychologists that this 
vicarious enjoyment of the hates 
and fears and adventures of others 
fa more wholesome for children 
than a complete negation and 
bottling up these deadly emotions. 
Because children dote on the ex- 
tavagant blood and thunder movie, 
audio and comic, we must admit 
hat these obviously fulfill some 
primitive human urge. We, our- 
elves, look back at our passion for 
pry fairy-tales as incomprehensible 

view of our present mildness and 
tur realistic attitudes, It always is 
ard for adults to judge amusement 
haterial for children, because they 
lave gone so far past these interests 
hemselves. 


It ig this knowledge which should 


help parents to bear with those 
periods of absorption in certain 
types of movies, radio programs, 
and comics which seem to their 
adults eyes to be so vicious and 
trashy. 

At the same time, we need not 
be entirely submissive to them, We 
can see that small children spend 
their money for the better class of 
movies; we can dicker with them 
to give up certain radio programs 
in favor of certain others of their 
own choice. 

Mothers can voice their protests 
to newspaper editors when their 
emotions over certain comics be- 
come explosive, Any artist can 
change his material if the pressure 
is strong enough, 

As an antidote for the countless 
books of comics, there is a new 
book of comics exploiting the ad- 
ventures and perils and heroisms 
of real-life persons. Good as this 
is, it is possible that no one thing 
will entirely replace these comics 
except a growing appreciation for 
the true and the beautiful which 
comes with age and wisdom. 

Meanwhile we can do our part 
to provide enough opportunities 
for the children to see good 
movies, hear good radio programs, 
and read good comics so that their 
own discrimination begins te 
sprout, One couldn't be so calm 
about this if it weren't so inevi- 
table that this discrimination 
will develop.

Nazis Now Hold: [Canada Plans |70™™¥ tatKs About 


Areas Of Baltic 


Seized By Russ} Of Shipbuilding 


By The Canadian Press 

With the reported fall of Tal- 
linn, capital of Estonia, Germany 
gains control of all the Baltic ter- 
ritory, except a few islands, selz- 
ed by Russia in June, 1940, when 
the Nasi war machine was strik- 
ing through France. Germany 
claimed today that Tallinn had 
fallen. 

The Russians, led by a reported 
2,000 tanks, took over Lithuania, 
Latvia and Estonia with no opposi- 
tion, and later conducted Sovietiz- 
ing elections in the three states 
which gained their Independence 
during the First Great War. 

Thousands of German merchants, 
artisans and industrialists operated 
businesses in the city until 1939 
when Hitler ordered them to return 
to the Reich. One Estonian news- 
paper sald at the time Germans 
moved out so hastily it was expect- 
ed “they would not have time to 
pay their Estonian taxes.” 


COMMERCIAL CENTRE 

In peacetime about three quarters 
of Estonia's commesce moved 
through Tallinn. Principal exports 
were textiles, timber, cellulose, cer- 
eals, cement, flax, meat and dairy 
products. 

Throughout its history Tallinn 
has been conquered and recon- 
quered by Baltic tribes, Germans, 
Swedes, Danes and Russians. 
Occupation of Tallinn would not 

clean up German operations on the 
Baltic front. The Baltic islands of 
Saare, Muhu, Vormsi, Osmussaar 
and Ristra, where Russian planes 
have been reported bases for raids 
on Berlin, are all in Soviet hands.
